It la highly contagious 
and practically all children who arc 
exposed will contract the disease 
The first symptom Is usually like 
th at of a severe cold In the head. 
The eyes, now* and throat become 
inflam ed and the eyes are extremely 
sensitive to light 
Tile sufferer be­ 
comes restless, has fever and refuses 
food. 
About the fourth day 
the 
fever goes down and a rash appears 
on the face and back. 
This rash spreads over the body. 
but as soon as it appears the patient 
feels better. The rash lasts about a 
week and peeling of the skin occurs 
in about ten days.

U nfortunately measles Is usually 
considered as a mild disease,
